PLAGER MINERS
DISAPPOINTED

A special from Shoshone Falle,
dated Wedneaday night, to the Bolse
Sutesmun, says:  The great Shoshone
talls are sadly ont of tune tonight.
:’l‘lwlr thuuders nre subdued, and it
|is expected that by morning their
| volees will bave subsided to a mur
‘mur.  Provably never before in the
tens of thousands of years buve the
Inve walls tound so little to echo
buck to the precipice over which the
Suske falls in & mighty catarnct, and
the spirit that haunts the caverus
must feel that something has oceurr-
ed to still the souud that hay echoed
here during wll the ocountless ocen-
turies that have passed since nature
prepared this gorge through the luva

aud directed the river upon its pre-
cipitious conrse.

At thie houor the awount of water
coming over the falls is estimated at
two-thirde of what it was before the
@gates were clowed at the Twin falle
dam. Bome thiok there ls not more
than oue-quarter of the usual flow.
The crest of the falls is bare, the
water finding its way over at two
places, one on either side, It is ex-
pected the volume of water will be
much reduced by morning. *

It was about five hours wafter the
colosing of the gates before the
effect upou the falls was npoticeable,
the water haviog some 30 miles to
ran.,

Word from Miloer at this hour e
that the water in the dam ls up to
& point eighteen lnches below the
bed of the cunal. The rise has been
much more rapld than expected, it
baviug been estimated the canal level
would npot be renched by the water
in less than two days. Now, how-
ever, the river s spreading out above
aud the rise le very slow.

The canal is 48 feet above the level
of the river, and the dam Iy 7 feet
high.

The water bhas besn backed up many
miles. A report (rom the site of
the proposed rallway bridge fifteen
miles above the dam, is to the effect
that the water has risen three feet
there at the time the information
was went.

The engineers estimate it will take
between three aud four duys for the
dam to fill. The river will then pour
through the epillwuy that hwe been
provided. This s over the surafce
of an jeland of solid rock between
two sectioos of the dam. Water will
be lel lnto the irrigation osual after
the dam shall have filled sutticlently,
enongh belng admitted for puddling
pu=poses,

Deepest Well 6000 Feet.

The deepest well ever drilled in
Ameriea, secording to an unknown
exobuuge, was put down by the
Forest Oll company at West Eliza-
beth, Peousylvavia, twelve miles
from Pittiburgh, to a depth of 6,000
feet, (t was strated 100 feet below
the Pittsburgh coal velr, There was

only oune string of easivg in the well,

ery. They used twe 25 horre power
eugines, two 25 horse power boilers,
tbree bull ropes, sixteen inch bLelt,
thirteen and ooe-balt foot band
wheel, five inch forged sbuft and
orank, (our and one-balf foot
flanger, two brakes on the bull
wheels and two oables apliced to-
gether, making about 6,000 feet.
One cable, two and one-quarter inches
in diameter, nod weighing 5,600
pounds, was used at the bottom of
the well, and the cvable that was
used at the top of the hole was two
and seven-eighths inches in diame-
ter and weighed 8,400 pounde.
